] Dorothy Fosdick, Senate Subcommittee on 


National Security and International Operations staff, called to confirm the 
figures for "Polaris -type " missiles. She referred to a speech made by 
Admiral Rickover in Jackson, Mississippi on 13 January of this year in which 
he gave a figure. Without divulging this figure over the phone, she asked if 
we would check to see if we saw any problem in their using the figure in 
unclassified form. She said she was also confirming this figure with Admiral 
Rickover. She added they had received different estimates on the range of 
the Yankee -class submarine and wanted to be sure that it was "over 1, 000" 
miles. After checking with Mr. Duckett, I advised Miss Fosdick we; were 
wary of the use of precise figures. She said she had checked with Rickover's 
office and they also had expressed concern on this and she had decided not to 
use the Admiral's figure. With regard to the Yankee-class subs I indicated 
there was no problem on using the figure "over 1, 000. "
